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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


HIGHLIGHTS OF THE YEAR 


Town voters elected a new selectman, Larry Pletcher to replace Joe Dorring- 
ton who chose not to run for re-election. Many thanks to Joe for his contribu- 
tions over a 4 year tenure. 

The town hall continued to have necessary repairs, particularly in the base- 
ment. The elimination of the noisy blower and installation of baseboard heat 
has made life more pleasant for those attending meetings or dinners. Unfortu- 
nately, we had to exceed the budget on Town Hall repairs because much more 
work was required to install new sewer pipes and water drains. 

Trying to rectify violations of Zoning Regulations cost additional adminis- 
trative time. A 16 mm Movie projector and screen purchased by the Fall Foliage 
Festival is housed in the Selectmen’s Office for all organizations in town to use. 
Merely call the office and book it in advance. 

The town received quite an amount of publicity due to an auditing report 
prepared by Bigelow and Company regarding the re-construction of the CAP 
building some 3 years ago. Housing and Urban Development (HUD) was not 
satisfied with these findings and requested the town to reimburse the Federal 
Government some $27,000.00 or rectify all deficiencies within one year. Your 
Board of Selectmen have taken exception to their requests and at this time all 
action is in limbo while our legal counsel and CAP officials attempt to arrive 
at a more suitable arrangement. This entire federal procedure is indicative of the 
problems afforded small communities who enter into accepting Federal Block 
Grants for various projects. Therefore, in the future heed the old adage, “‘all 
is not gold that glitters.” 

Another audit required by Federal Revenue Sharing Administration re- 
garding 3 years use of Revenue Sharing Funds was found to be satisfactory. A 
copy of this report is found further in the town report. 

The chipper machine (paid for thru Revenue Sharing) proved invaluable to 
the Highway Department . . . eliminated waiting for rental equipment so as not 
to be in violation of State brush laws. Highway Dept. was unable to do usual 
amount of mowing in 1980 as the tractor is a rental and not readily available. 
Best reason for owning our own and control its use. One major road project 
(Burnt Hill Road) was completed as voted in March. Also partially completed 
with TRA funds was the Plains Road (at lower end) and Duncan Fund was 
used to upgrade the road leading around Pleasant Lake on the southern side and 
approximately 1100’ of the West Hopkinton Road. The Mason Hill bridge was 
replaced by a culvert leaving only 3 bridges to be replaced as directed by the 
State of New Hampshire. 

Increase in the tax rate was a surprise to both this office as well as to the tax- 
payers. This situation was caused primarily from revenues being below those of 
1979 plus surplus from 1979 was not sufficient enough to apply toward the 
tax rate. 
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Major construction at Saban Electric, Kearsarge Reel, Exit-7 Supply and 
some personal residences should add additional taxes next year. 

We regret any inconvenience to organizations or groups caused by the restricted 
use of the town auditorium during several weeks in October and November. 
However, we had to afford some protection to the expensive equipment used 
by the company who microfilmed the town’s property assessment records, vital 
statistics and town meeting (required by State Statutes). 

Finally, we again with to express our appreciation for the efforts provided by 
organizations and individuals alike for their contributions in making improve- 
ments etc. to the Town Hall.

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AUDITOR’S REPORT 
April 25, 1980

Members of the Board: 


We have examined the financial statements of the various funds and account 
groups of the Town of Warner for the year ended December 31, 1979 and have 
issued our report thereon dated April 25, 1980. As part of our examination, we 
reviewed and tested the Town’s system of internal accounting control to the 
extent we considered necessary to evaluate the system as required by generally 
accepted auditing standards. Under these standards, the purpose of such evalua- 
tion is to establish a basis for reliance thereon in determining the nature, timing 
and extent of other auditing procedures that are necessary for expressing an 
opinion on the financial statements. Such study and evaluation disclosed the 
following conditions that we believe to be material weaknesses. 


Fixed Assets Records: 

As is the practice with many New Hampshire municipalities, the Town has 
not maintained a detailed record of its fixed assets. Lack of these records pre- 
vents fair presentation of fixed assets costs as required by generally accepted 
accounting principales. Adequate accounting procedures and records for fixed 
assets are essential to the protective custody of governmental property. The 
value of fixed assets for all governmental entities is substantial and usually are 
greater in value than the current assets. 

The maintenance of fixed asset records realizes the following benefits: 

1) Fixed assets can be inventoried periodically to ensure that they are pro- 

perly controlled. 

2) Responsibility for custody and effective utilization of fixed assets can be 

clearly established. 

3) Information regarding sources of supply, prices and useful lives will be 

readily available. 

4) Records will be readily available to substantiate the amount of special 

grants used to finance expenditures for fixed assets. 

5) Information is readily available both to determine insurance needs and to 

substantiate losses recoverable with insurance. 

Establishing fixed asset records where none existed before requires an ap- 

proach similar to the following: 

1) Define clearly what constitutes the fixed asset categories, e.g., land, build- 

ings, improvements other than buildings and equipment. 
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2) Plan and perform a complete inventory of all fixed assets, as determined 
by the above criteria. In creating the inventory records, obtain as much 
of the information to be included in the individual asset records as is 
possible, e.g., asset description, location, vendor and acquisition date. 

3) Assign values to each fixed asset in accordance with generally accepted 
accounting principles. Such assets should be recorded at historical cost 
or estimated historical cost, if the original cost is not available, or in the 
case of gifts or contributions, at the fair market value at the time received. 

In addition, the Town may, in the future, obtain federal grants, which could 
allow depreciation on general fixed assets as reimbursable costs. Without ade- 
quate records, the Town may not be reimbursed for such costs. 

We recommend that the Town take a physical inventory of all its general 
fixed assets of substantial value acquired in prior years and value these assets 
at estimated cost. Once these records are established, they should be main- 
tained on a current basis to reflect all acquisitions and disposals, thereafter 
and be reconciled to the ledger controls annually. 


Overseer of Public Welfare: 

Expenditures relating to the public welfare of the Town’s citizens are ac- 
counted for in a separate checking account in the custody of the overseer of 
public welfare. During the year, periodic payments are made to this fund from 
the general fund. We recommend that this account be closed and all activity 
for public welfare be channelled through the general fund. 


Mailing of Vendor Checks: 

Vendor checks are currently mailed out by the individual who also prepares 
same after they are signed by the Treasurer. To strengthen this aspect of internal 
control, we recommend that the individual preparing vendor checks submit to 
the Treasurer not only the checks but also pre-addressed envelopes for the 
Treasurer to mail. 


Incomplete Accounting Records: 

We noted that the Selectmen do not maintain a cash receipts journal as 
required by sound business practice and State Law (RSA 41:9). The lack of 
complete accounting records in the selectmen’s office is a serious weakness in 
the Town’s system of internal control. We recommend that the Selectmen im- 
mediately establish and maintain a cash receipt journal. 


Investment Policies: 

Our tests of the Town’s records revealed that at various times during the year 
the Town maintained large cash balances in non-interest bearing accounts. We 
recommend that the Selectmen adopt workable investment policies which would 
correct this situation as soon as is practical. 
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Other: 

The objective of internal accounting control is to provide reasonable, but 
not absolute, assurance as to the safeguarding of assets against loss from un- 
authorized use or disposition, and the reliability of financial records for pre- 
paring financial statements and maintaining accountability for assets. The 
concept of reasonable assurance recognizes that the cost of a system of internal 
accounting control should not exceed the benefits derived and also recognizes 
that the evaluation of these factors necessarily requires estimates and judgment 
by management. 

There are inherent limitations that should be recognized in considering the 
potential effectiveness of any system of internal accounting control. In the 
performance of most control procedures, errors can result from misunderstand- 
ing of instructions, mistakes of judgment, carelessness or other personal factors. 
Control procedures whose effectiveness depends upon segregation of duties can 
be circumvented by collusion. Similarly, control procedures can be circum- 
vented by management with respect either to the execution and recording of 
transactions or with respect to the estimates and judgments required in the 
preparation of financial statements. Further, projection of any evaluation of 
internal accounting control to future periods is subject to the risk that the pro- 
cedures may become inadequate because of changes in conditions and that the 
degree of compliance with the procedures may deteriorate. 

Our study and evaluation of the Town’s system of internal accounting control 
for the year ended December 31, 1979, which was set forth in the first para- 
graph, would not necessarily disclose all weaknesses in the system. 

It should be noted that a letter of this type is critical in nature and that we 
do not intend to imply that our review failed to disclose commendable features 
in the present accounting and operating procedures of the Town of Warner. 


Conclusion: 

The provisions of RSA 71-A:21 require that only this letter be published in 
the next annual Town Report. 

However, we suggest that you consider the publication of the entire report 
which includes the auditor’s opinion, financial statements and notes to financial 
statements. No portion of either the auditor’s opinion, financial statements or 
notes to financial statements may be published separately. 

We extend our thanks to the officials and employees of the Town of Warner 
for their assistance during the course of our audit.

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REPORT OF POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Highlights of activity in this department during the year 1980 are provided 
in this report. Statistical information regarding specific activity by category is 
also provided. The figures show the amount and nature of the workload per- 
formed by dispatchers and officers in this department. 

Several personnel changes occurred during the year. John Rand resigned as 
special officer upon his relocating to Vermont with his family. Also, Marie 
Bonsall took over a telephone dispatcher vacancy after Barberie Van Valey left 
for personal reasons. We would like to take this opportunity to thank both 
Barberie and John for their fine efforts while with this department. At the 
present time the department personnel includes telephone dispatchers, Jean 
Fairneny, Betty Fredericks, Beryl Price and Marie Bonsall; police officers Dennis 
Crawford, Michael Cutting and Robert Mitchell. At the present time applications 
are being accepted for a part-time officers vacancy from interested qualified 
individuals who would be willing to attend the necessary training courses. 

The State of New Hampshire statutes now require all part-time officers as 
well as full time officers to be certified as qualified to perform enforcement 
officers duties. This certification is granted under the direction of the N. H. 
Police Standards and Training Council after the individual successfully completes 
a comprehensive examination covering the following law enforcement subjects; 
Community Relations and Ethics, Constitutional Law and Laws of Arrest, N. H. 
Criminal Law, Motor Vehicle Law, Intoxication-Domestic Violence and Juvenile 
Law, Civil Liability in connection with use of Motor Vehicles and Firearms, 
Introduction to The Service Revolver, Complaints and Warrants, Report Writing, 
Domestic Calls, Prowler Disturbances, Searching/Handcuffing and Vehicle Pull- 
over Techniques. 

I am pleased to report that all officers of this department have been certified 
by the N.H. Police Standards and Training Council as a result of successfully 
completing the comprehensive examination. After July 1981, newly appointed 
part-time officers will be required to complete a 34 hour minimun course of 
training and then pass the certification examination in order to qualify for 
continued employment as a part-time officer. While this will necessarily raise the 
standards of proficiency, it will also make it more difficult to encourage indi- 
viduals into part-time enforcement work unless they are willing to put a great 
deal of time and effort into it. 

As mentioned in a previous years report, we encourage all residents to parti- 
cipate actively in Neighborhood Watch Programs as a means of preventing and 
reducing crimes against property and the person. Please take the time and the 
effort to report promptly any suspicious activity or persons in your area. We 
have been pleased by the response of the community along these lines during the 
past year and we hope for a continuation of a cooperative effort between the 
citizens of Warner and this department. 

In conclusion, I want to once again express my sincere thanks, personally and 
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on behalf of the other members of the department to the many individuals and 
other agencies and departments for their support and assistance whenever re- 
quired. One of the redeeming features about this line of work is the real spirit 
of cooperation that prevails between departments and the realization that there 
is a common purpose and goal to serve the community to the best of our ability.

1980 was a very special year for our Department. We celebrated the 150th 
Anniversary of our existance with two days of festivities on August 2nd and 
3rd. We would like to thank the many persons that attended our demonstrations 
and activities during the two days. Our members are very proud of their heritage, 
being one of the oldest organized Fire Departments in the State. 

Again the number of calls increased over previous years, as indicated above, 
with medical emergencies and accidents accounting for almost 50% of our calls. 
We have placed a lot of emphasis on training our members in these areas. Twenty- 
five firefighters successfully completed a 50 hour “‘lst Responder’’ course. This 
was the first course of this type to be taught in the State. We are now actively 
working on the acquisition of a Support-Rescue Vehicle for use in handling this 
type of call and to carry additional special equipment needed at fire emergencies. 
This vehicle, which will not be an Ambulance, will be purchased with donated 
funds and money earned by the Department members through various fund 
raising activities. Many persons have contributed to this project and we would 
like to take this opportunity to thank them all. We are hoping to have this new 
unit ready in the Spring of 1981. 

The members spent approximately 2500 hours training in 1980, of which 
about 100 hours were in training with surrounding Towns in the Kearsarge 
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Mutual Aid System. We also found time in the early Summer to completely re- 
paint the interior of the Fire Station. 

New members who joined our ranks during the year were: Tim Monaghan, 
Brian Monaghan, Bob Sparks and David Locke. Allie Mock, who had been a 
member for many years, retired from active duty early in the year and Cliff 
August resigned. We also lost the services of our Chaplain, Chris Emerson, who 
moved to Connecticut. 

An area of concern to all of us is home fire safety. We cannot begin to stress 
the importance of being properly informed on this subject. Of most concern are 
heating appliances, of all types. Please call us at our business number, 456-2222, 
for assistance in proper installation and maintenance of any system. 

We wish to thank every one for their assistance during the year, with special 
thanks to the Ladies Fire Auxiliary, to Chief Otto Fredericks and the Warner 
Police, to Alan Brown and the Highway Department personnel and to Al Maheu 
and Tom Chandler of the Warner Village Fire District.

REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST FIRE SERVICE 


Forest Fire Prevention: Your Business, Our Business, Good Business. Forest 
fire prevention slogans have been seen in association with Smokey Bear since the 
late nineteen forties when a national effort to check the spread of forest fires 
was implemented. 

New Hampshire residents recognized that forest fire prevention and suppres- 
sion was the responsibility of every citizen, a half century before this national 
campaign, when our legislature established our first forest fire laws in 1903. 
Since that date, the State has appointed a town/city forest fire warden who is 
responsible for forest fire law enforcement in his municipality. 

All fires kindled out of doors when there is no snow on the ground must be 
approved in writing by the forest fire warden before being kindled. All forest 
fires must be suppressed by the warden and his deputies as soon as they are 
reported. The cost of fire suppression is shared jointly by the town/city and the 
State of New Hampshire, as are forest fire prevention and forest fire training 
costs. 

This state and local municipality cooperative forest fire program has given 
New Hampshire one of the best forest fire records in the United States.

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KEARSARGE VISITING NURSE ASSOCIATION 


The Kearsarge Visiting Nurse Association continues to serve the residents of 
its nine participating towns with home health care on an individual basis, and 
“preventative health” clinics on a community basis. In 1981 these services will 
be augmented with a blood drawing service for homebound patients whose 
treatment requires analysis of blood samples. Our nurses have been trained in 
the latest techniques by the New London Hospital Laboratory, which will test 
the samples and report to the patient’s physician. 

Statistics for 1980, such as number of patient visits, clinic attendance, etc., 
will not be complete until the end of the year. They will be forwarded later as 
a supplement to this report, which is issued in mid-December to give town offi- 
cials anticipated appropriation figures for their budgets. 

Of real significance in the past year, was the successful restructuring of the 
Agency’s management. Asa result, administrative costs on our payroll have been 
reduced from 30% to about 25% of the payroll. This makes it possible for us to 
request no increase in the per capita assessment from the participating towns. It 
will remain at $1.95 in 1981. 

The Kearsarge Visiting Nurse Association will be continually monitoring their 
programs and services to strive for maximum results from expenditures. This 
may even include revision of the scope of some existing services and programs if 
their cost effectiveness should materially change. This does not mean that 
patient care will in any way be denied to any town resident because of inability 
to pay. 

The growth of the KVNA is reflected in a total of 365 Nursing Care visits, 
56 Physical and Occupational Therapy visits and 419% hours for Home/Health 
Aide and Homemaker for your town.

Receipts from anticipated town assessments will represent about 18.9% of 
our budgeted revenue for 1981. The anticipated appropriation from your town 
is based on the published 1980 census figure of 1,956.

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COMMUNITY ACTION PROGRAM 


Belknap-Merrimack Counties, Inc. 


The Kearsarge Valley Community Action Program located in the Old Graded 
School, Main Street, Warner, serves eight towns in Merrimack County: Bradford, 
Henniker, New London, Newbury, Sutton, Warner, Webster, and Wilmot. This 
year we were able to double the dollar amount of services to the Elderly and 
low-income families of this area. That translates to $354,463.63 in services. 

Services to the Elderly include Meals-on-Wheels and the Senior Companion 
Program for shut-ins; Congregate Meal Sites in Henniker, New London-Wilmot, 
and Warner; and a Rural Transportation Bus that gets Senior Citizens into 
Concord. Our fuel assistance program last year reached 220 families in the eight 
towns. We expect that this year even more people can be helped. We are again 
offering an Adult Basic Education Course teaching basic skills in the areas of 
parenting, family health, money management and nutrition. In addition, this 
year we are going on 24-hour call for emergency situations. There will be a 
phone number published when the program gets into full operation. 

The money your town appropriates for Community Action goes to run the 
Area Center in Warner. The Center’s budget goes for salaries, travel expenses, 
office supplies, and the cost of heat and maintenance for the Community Action 
Neighborhood Center. The federal government provides the bulk of monies for 
the 1981 budget. What we ask from each town is a percentage of program parti- 
cipants from each town.

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REPORT OF THE PARKS 
AND RECREATION COMMISSION 


The Warner Parks and Recreation Commission was created by the vote of 
Town Meeting in 1976. Bylaws approved by that meeting made the Commission 
responsible for providing the Town with general indoor and outdoor recreation. 
This is the Commission’s report for 1980. 

Riverside Park continued to be the center of many recreation activities. 
Women’s and men’s softball, Little League and Babe Ruth League fielded teams 
which used the two diamonds at the park. Later in the year a newly organized 
soccer program for youngsters was started, and the results would indicate the 
program would be done again in 1981. The Warner Aerobics Club also made use 
of the park. Further, the Commission, at the time of this writing, is attempting 
to provide an ice skating area at the park for use this winter. 

Improvements were made to facilities at Riverside Park including the con- 
struction of a new backstop and layout of a new ballfield, complete with sod on 
the infield. Fencing for sideline protection was purchased and is to be installed 
in 1981. The water supply line was extended from the toilet building to the 
bleacher area of the old field. 

Recognizing the need for more coordination of the use at Riverside Park, the 
Commission established the Riverside Park Advisory Council. Its five members 
represent the Babe Ruth and Little Leagues, men’s and women’s softball teams 
and the soccer program. The council will advise and assist the Commission. 

For ice skating the winter of 1979-80 was fantastic. For skiing, it was rotten. 
The Town’s rebuilt ski area did not open for operation last year. The Warner 
Ski Club, Inc., will again attempt to run a ski program this winter. 

A special study was completed to figure the costs for renovating the old 
gymnasium (at Simonds School). To meet basic code and service requirements, 
including installation of a new heating system, new toilets, emergency doors and 
insulation, and renovation of certain other things was estimated to cost a mini- 
mum of $25,000. 

Special thanks are given to all those who have volunteered their time and 
energy and to those who have donated materials to the Town’s recreation pro- 
grams.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


The Planning Board held eleven (11) regular and two (2) special meetings and 
conducted five (5) public hearings in 1980. Five (5) subdivision proposals were 
approved, creating a total of eight (8) new building lots and two (2) for non- 
building purposes. 

Nine (9) proposals were received for changes in the zoning ordinance, and a 
public hearing was held with regard to them on January 21, 1980. The hearing 
disclosed a number of problems that would be created by the proposed changes 
and the Planning Board voted unanimously to postpone any further considera- 
tion until after the Sounding Board has completed its study. 

The subdivision recording fee was increased to fifteen dollars ($15) per lot to 
cover price increases by the map service company for changes and corrections to 
the tax maps. 

The Sounding Board was reorganized and formally designated the Future 
of Warner Committee, under the chairmanship of Victor Kumin, with Henry 
Aplington as Vice-Chairman. The Committee conducted a public opinion survey 
by written questionnaire and, at year-end, was in the process of evaluating the 
results. Four (4) subcommittees were established under the chairmanships of 
Peter Ladd, Charles Puglia, Robert Heslop and Lee Brewster to study (1) land 
use, (2) population and economic base, (3) public facilities and utilities and (4) 
roads, traffic and transportation. The committee anticipates completing its 
study and recommendations prior to the 1982 Town Meeting. 

The Board of Selectmen authorized the addition of two (2) alternate mem- 
bers to the Planning Board and appointed Elmer Roth and Charlie Thoits to 
those positions. Elmer Roth subsequently resigned from that appointment, and 
also as one of the two Warner members on the Central Region Planning Commis- 
sion, due to conflict with his personal business. Elaine Southard was appointed 
to the Central Region Commission, but the WPB alternate vacancy remained un- 
filled at year-end. 

Jane Holliday found it necessary to resign from the position of Secretary due 
to the time demands of that office. However, Jane continues her membership on 
the Planning Board. Efforts to recruit a volunteer secretary were unsuccessful 
and the board voted at its final 1980 meeting to seek authorization for employ- 
ment of a part-time secretary, approximately 50 hours per year.

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COMMISSIONERS REPORT OF THE WATER 
AND SEWER SYSTEM FOR THE 
WARNER VILLAGE FIRE DISTRICT 


The Commissioners are pleased to report we managed to get through this past 
year without borrowing money in these times of high interest rates. 

The Cleaning of the Water Main from the Reservoir to I-89 proved to be a 
more formidable undertaking than originally conceived due to the age of the 
System (84 years) and the accumulation and build-up of material over that span. 
Instead of 3-4 days, it became 24% weeks. Through the efforts and assistance of 
the Fire Department and Town Crew, and patience and understanding of the 
Users, we did successfully complete the Project. Flow pressure tests for evalu- 
ation of increased flow capability from the cleaning will be undertaken as soon 
as the weather permits. 

As we were completing the Cleaning of the Main many of you complained of 
an odor and color problem with your water. We initially were looking for an 
answer to the problem associated with the cleaning process. Through testing pro- 
cedures carried out in conjunction with the State of New Hampshire, it was de- 
termined we had an algae problem, which though safe for consumption, was very 
unpleasant. Treatment of the Reservoir, under the direction of the State of New 
Hampshire, was initiated and the algae problem was solved. 

Other problems which occured and required repairs were a caved-in manhole 
on No. Main Street, a waterline break on No. Main Street, a sewage blockage on 
Kearsarge Street, repairs to the Silver Lake Dam, and a broken Comminutor at 
the Sewage Treatment Plant. All have been attended to with the exception of 
the Comminutor which is awaiting parts. The Comminutor is used to chop up 
heavy material arriving at the Sewage Facility. We ask that you exercise care in 
discarding paper toweling and like material into the Sewage System at all times, 
but especially now. Also, we call your attention to the fact, introducing Chemi- 
cals, gas or oil, or drains from sump pumps into the System are illegal. Not only 
from a safety viewpoint, but they hinder and make more costly the operation of 
the Sewage Facility. 

The Sewage Plant Facilities were broken into again this year. This is the 3rd 
like occurrence since 1975. Tools were taken and again the amount of the insur- 
ance settlement did not allow us to fully replace the loss. 

The State of New Hampshire and the Federal Clean Water Act have increased 
the Care and Surveilance of Surface Water Systems. As such, strict enforcement 
of “No Trespassing” in the area on and around the Reservoir must be adhered to 
Also, our Precinct Employees are now properly licensed to administer a Public 
Water Supply, under new guidelines required by the State of New Hampshire. 

The Commissioners wish to thank those citizens who have removed snow 
from hydrants on their property. Assistance such as this greatly affects our 
efforts to keep operating expenses to a minimum and allows us to continue 
operation at this time with our two full-time employees. 
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The Commissioners regretfully accept the resignation of Richard U. Cogswell, 
for health reasons, after his many years of service to the Precinct as Moderator. 
The Commissioners have appointed Charles Hemphill to fill the unexpired term. 

Plant Superintendent, Al Maheu, and his Assistant, Tom Chandler, have 
continued to operate and care for the Sewage and Water Systems in a most 
satisfactory manner and both are continuing to attend Seminars and take courses 
of instruction associated with their field of occupation. 

The Commissioners meet each 2nd and 4th Tuesday of the month at 7:00 p.m., 
unless required to move the date because of conflicting requirements. The Meet- 
ings are held in the Sewage Facility Office and are open to the Public unless in 
Executive Session. We would appreciate appointments as opposed to drop-ins in 
order to maintain a proper order of business.
